Washington, December 16.—The Mary- 
lend friends in congress of Rear Admiral 
wW.

This action was determined 
upen tonight at a dinner given by Gen- 
@al Felix Agnus and attended by Sena- 
tor McComas, the Maryland mmebers of 
the house, and a few other friends. A 
resolution will be prepared extending to 
the admiral the thanks of congress for 
bis services in the battle of Santiago and 
eonferring on him the rank, pay and 
emoluments of a rear admiral on the ac- 
tive list of the navy. A preamble to the 
resolution will recite Admiral Dewey's 
conclusions of the court of inquiry giving 
Admral Sctiey the credit for the victory 
of the battle of Santiago. Senator Mc- 
Comes will introduce the resolution in 
the senate end probably Mr. Mudd a simi- 
lar one in the house. If deemed expedi- 
emt an effcrt will be made to give Ad- 
miral Schley the rank of vice .admiral. 
The resolutions will be prepared promptly 
and intreduced in both houses and: an 
aitempt will be made to have early action 
on them.

BLIZZARD GETS 
NEW STRENGTH 


Queens 


Another Terrible Storm. of 
Snow and Sleet Raging 
in Western States. 


MANY PERSONS SUCCUMB 
TO THE ZERO WEATHER 


Ca.ile on the Ranges Dying by Hun- 
dreds—Snow Is Accompanied 
by a Blinding Wind, Caus- 
ing Heavy Drifts. 
Railroads Tied Up. 


Omaha, Nebr., December 16.—Another 
severe storm struck northern and west- 
ern Nebraska this evening and in some 
parts of the state it is the worst experi- 
enced since the blizzard of 1888, The most 
serious reports come from along the line 
of the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri 
Valley railroad, which traverses the 
length of the state along the northern 
border. From along the line of that road 
and as far west as Casper, Wyo., come 
reports of a heavy fall of snow accom- 
panied by a blinding wind. Several trains 
are tied up in t&e western part of the 
state. , 

At Ainsworth the schools are suspended 
as well in a great many other parts of the 
country and business in that town was 
pracWcally closed up today. 

At Lyons, 25 miles north of this city, 
John Gunderson was frozen to death. The 
storm is reported especially severe up the 
Missouri valley. Ten inches of snow $s 
reported,at Alliance. 

In this city the weather began to mod- 
erate last night and continued mild until 
noon today, when the temperature began 
to fall again and tonight it is 10 degrees 
below zero. There has been considerable 
suffering. The cold wave is general over 
South Dakota, western lowa, Wyoming 
and Nebraska. 

Cattle Are Perishing. 

Guthrie, Okla, December 16.—Another 
cold wave struck Oklahoma tonight and, 
following so closely on the first, it will do 
greater damage to the extensive cattle 
interests of the territory. Reports from 
the rangers state that the stock is perish- 
ing. A prominent cattleman said tonight 
that the loss as a result of the blizzard 
will be greater among Oklahoma stock 
men than ever known before in the his- 
tory of the territory. 

The Santa Fe nortbound passenger 
train during the blizzard tonight ran into 
a hand car carrying three men, north of 
Guthrie, killing Thomas Kiess and fatal- 
ly injuring Section Foreman Adolf Far- 
rer. 

Man Frozen Lobking After Stock. 

Lincoln, Neb., December 16.—A storm of 
unusual severity is sweeping over souta- 
eastern Nebraska tonight Some snow 
is falling, and with a high northwest 
wind it is drifting, but the trains are not 
badly delayed thus far. Reports from tne 
range indicate mo heavy losses among 
Stock ‘on the Yanches,. but owing to the 
number frozen to-death en route shipping 
will be abandoned until the weather mod- 
erates. T. T. Garnett was frpzen to death 
near Trumbull while looking after his cat- 
tle. . 

Children Are Frozen. 

tuthrie, Okla., December 16.—Reports 
from tne Kiowa and Comanche Indian 
reservation state that there is much 
suffering there during the blizzard of the 
last three days among people who were 
caught traveling In wagons or were liv- 
ing in tents. Two children of a family 
named Harkness, from Iowa, are report- 
ed to have been frozen to death. The 
family was traveling in a wagon and the 
nignt came on while they were in the 
mountains, distant from any house. 

Two Frozen to Death. 
New Orleans, December 16.—(Special.)-- 


Lause Butler, an aged negro man, was 
found dead on Tupelo street this morning, 


having been frozen to death last night. 


This makes the second death from freez- 
ing here during this cold spell, Victor Oli- 
ver having been found frozen to death in 
his boarding house on Bourbon, street 
yesterday. 

There were three deaths today—Mrs. 
Foy, her grandchild and Thomas Burke, 
whose clothes caught on fire while hug- 
ging the fire in crder to keep warm. 

Great suffering is reported throughout 
this section, for while the cold is not as 
severe as in some past years, the sudden- 
ness of a fall of 60 degrees in less than 
a day made it more felt. 

Coldest on Record in Florida. 

Pensacola, Fla., December 16.—(Special.) 
The freeze last night did considerable 
damage to tender vegetables. Water pipes 
bursted and gas froze in the pipes. The 
temperature went down to 19 degrees 
above. This is the coldest spell on record 
this °arly in December, the coldest hereto- 
fore being 23 degrees, December 19, 1881. 

Savannah Is Froze Up. 

Savannah, Ga., December 16.—(Special.) 
It has been freezing in Savannah all day 
and the weather bureau predicts colder 
weather tonight. Higher temperature is 
promised tomorrow. 

River Rising at Knoxville. 

Knoxville, Tenn., December 16.—The 
temperature here at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing was 8 degrees above zero, the cold- 
est since December, 1880, except Inst Sat- 
urday night, when 7 above was registered. 
The Tennessee river was 21 feet above 
low water mark at 10 and is rising. Sat- 
urday at 7 a. m. the temperature was at 
70, the warmest known here in Decem- 
ber since 1889. 

Pick Conner, a man about town, was 
frozen tc death lest night. His body was 
fcund this morning in the rear of a store. 

Negro Frozen in Pool of Water. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 16.—The 
coldest weather ever known in this sec- 
tion before Christmas continues unabated. 
The mercury stood at 8 degrees this moern- 
ing. .

ed. The body of a negro laborer was chop- 
ped from a pool of water near center of 
the city Sunday. 

The Tenressee river flood service re- 
perts a tide of 27 feet in the river here 
this morning, which was a great surprise.

REPUBLICANS DESIRED 
TO DISPLACE VETERAN 


But They Had No Man Who Could 
Fill the Position — They 
Wanted All Credit for 
the Coming Canal 
Legislation. 


Washington, December 16.—(Special.)— 
Senator Morgan, of, Alabama, is to re- 
main at the head of the interoceanic 
canal committee of the senate. The eom- 
mittee is to be enlarged and more strong- 
ly republicanized, but the Alabama sena- 
tor, on account of his long identification 
with the canal question, is to remain its 
chairman. The republican steering com- 
mittee started out with the determina- 
tion to take this chairmanship away from 
Senator Morgan and give it to some re- 
publican. There was no objection to 
Senator Morgan being the recognized 
bead of the canal movement so long as 
there was no probability of legislation, 
but now that something is to be done, 
several republican senators have looked 
with covetous eyes upon that chairman- 
ship. At one time it was determined that 
Morgan would be MGeposed, but after to- 


duy"s meeting” Of the stecritig committee | 


the announcement was made that while 

the cominittee would be strongly republi- 

can, Morgan would remain chairman. 
No Republican for Place. 

It seems that no republican at present 
a member of the committee was regarded 
exactly available for «the chairman- 
ship. Hawley is chairman of the military 
committee and Sewell, of New Jersey, is 
dying. This carried the plum ‘in the 
natural order up to either riatt, of Néw 
York, or Hanna. Both of these men have 
been identified with the element which 
in the past has been instrumental in 
bringing about delay in canal legislation 
and it was felt inadvisable to put Senator 
Morgan aside for one of these. | 

Other republicans felt the country would 
resent such changes, So Morgan remains. 

After the vote on the treaty this after- 
noon Senator Morgan expressed the opin- 
ion that his canal bill may be passed by 
congress before the holiday recess. The 
bill referred to authorizes the president 
to go ahead conducting certain prelimi- 
nary arrangements. It does not at this 
time turn over the work to the secretary 
of war, as does the Hepburn bill pending 
in the house. There is hardly a possibility 
of getting through more than this first 
Morgan bill before recess, but that may 
be passed. 

Clay and Subsidy Bill. 

Senator Clay, who led the fight in the 
commerce committee against the last 
ship subsidy bill, is making a close study 
of the new bill in advance of its con- 
sideration by the committee. He is in- 
clined to think the new bill less objection- 
able in some of its features than the one 
which failed to reach a vote in the last 
senate, but says he has not yet been able 
to give it sufficiently thorough investiga- 
tion'to express an opinion upon its merits 
as a whole. Today he had the senate 
adopt a_ resolution directing the post- 
master general to send to the senate a 
full and complete statement of the 
amounts now paid to different steamship 
companies for mail service between the 
United States and foreign ports, with 
copies of the contracts for continuance of 
hay introduced today and the 
senate passed a resolution directing the 
secretary of war to have an examination 
and survey made of Plantation and Chubb 
creeks with a view to providing an inside 
water route navigation for steamers from 
the Altahama river to Brunswick. The 
secretary is directed to report upon the 
feasibility and probable cost of the pro- 
posed improvement. 

Subtreasury at Savannah. 

The bill introduced in the senate the 
other day for the establishment of a sub- 
treasury at Savannah is the revival of an 
effort which the coast city has been mak- 
ing for some time. Colcnel Lester has in- 
treduced bills at several sessions of con- 
gress, but*they have failed. He has re- 
introduced it in this congress. The ef- 
forts of business men of Atlanta in the 
same line will meet approval of a good 
many of the Georgia delegation if it 
reaches a point of being a question be- 
tween the two cities, but there seems to 
be nothing to be done here at this time. 
In the end it will be the decision of the 
treasury department which will govern 
the matter of. location if it is decided to 
establish such an Institution in the south 
Atlantic states. Heretofore Savannah 
and Charleston have been the most active 
seekers for a sub-treasury. 

Cariton for Athens Postmaster. 

Congressman Howard received today a 
petition addressed to Senators Bacon and 
Clay and himself signed by some citizens 
of Athens requesting them to use their 
utmest endeavors to secure the appoint- 
ment of Dr. H. H. Carlton, former mem- 
ber of congress, as postmaster of Athena. 
Ccngressman Howard presented the peti- 
tion to the president.

BACON AGAINST: TREATY, 


BUT CLAY SUPPORTED 


Senator Teller Also Sharply Criti- 
cised the Provisions of the Can- 
vention—All Attempts To 
Amend the Treaty Were 
Defeated.

Washington, December 16.—The senate 
today ratified the Hay-Pauncefote canal 
treaty by the decisive vote of 72 to 6. 
The vote was reached a few minutes hbe- 
fcre 5 o’clock after almost five hours dis- 
cussion behind closed doors. There were 
no sensational incidents during this entire 
time. The debate was confined exclusive- 
ly to a discussion of the merits of the 
agreement and the policy of its provisions. 
The principal speech of ihe day was made 
by Senator Teller in opposition to the 
treaty, and he was followed in rapid suc- 
cession by twelve or fifteen other sena- 
tors, who spoke briefly either for or 
against the motion to ratify.

Among the other speakers of the day 
were Senators Ciay, Fairbanks, McCun:- 
ber, McLaurin of Mississipp!, Culberson, 
Mallory, Mason, Tillman, Bacon and 
Bate. Senator Clay was one of the 
southern senators who spoke in advocacy 
of the treaty. He contended that the 
treaty should 
cured the abrogation of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty. Senator Mason made a 
strong plea for the treaty, expressing 
his gratification that American diploma- 
cy had succeeded in securing such a 
triumph as was this treaty over the 
original Hay-Pauncefote agreemé¢nt. 

Senator Bacon's speech was made in 
connection with a motion to amend the 
treaty. In presenting this amendment 
he said he was in favor of a canal and 
would vote for the treaty. with the Davis 
amendment. He said he opposed the 
treaty because he did not believe it would 
give the United States full contrel of the 
canal. He sald that Great Britain re- 
jected the amended Hay-Pauncéfote 
treaty, But sent us another treaty almust 
identical with the former -_treaty as 
amended, «xcept as regards the Dayis 
amet.dment. fis’ eonsidered that fact 
the most important feature of the whole 
controversy. 

Amendments Voted Down. 

There was an exceptionally full senate 
when the time arrived for a vote, but 
the certainty of ratification had become 
so apparent that there was comparative- 
ly little interest in the proceeSing. The 
votes on the amendment succeeded each 
other quickly. 

Before the vote on the treaty was tak- 
en two amendments were offered and 
voted down. One was by Senator Cul- 
berson and was to insert the Davis 
fortification amendment of the last ses- 
sion.- This was defeated, 15 to 62, the af- 
firmative votés being cast by Senators 
Bacon, Bate, Berry, Blackburn, Carmack, 
Culberson, Dubois, Heitfeld, MeLaurin 
of ‘Mississippi, Mallory, Money, Simmons, 
Taliaferro, Tillman and Vest, 

Senator Bacon then offered adn amend- 
ment striking out of the preamble in 
the reference to the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty the words ‘‘without impairing the 
general principle of neutralization es- 
tablished in article 8 of that convention, * 
also, the following words in article 2, 
relating to the purchase of stock: “Sup 
ject to the provisions of the present 
treaty; also, all of article 3 relating 
to thf: neutralization of the canal; also, 
all of article 4 declaring against change 
of territorial sovereignty. All thig was 
errfiodied in one amendment and defeat- 
ed, 18 to 60, the affirmative votes being 
cast by Senators Bacon, Bate, Berry, 
Blackburn, Carmack, Clark of Montana, 
Clay, Culberson, Dubois. Harris, Heitfeld, 
McLaurin of Mississippi Mallory, Money, 
Simmons, Taliaferro, Teller and Tillman.

Georgian Favors Canal but 


Thinks Britain Has Not 
Conceded Enough, 


CLAY EXPLAINS HIS VOTE 
IN FAVOR OF CCA VENTION 


He Doesn’t Like It, but Supported It 
as a Step Toward Speedy Con- 
struction of Canal — Ba- 
con’s Views Given 
in Detail. 


Washingtcn, Decembcr 16.—(Special.)— 
With regard to his attitude toward the 
treaty and with reference to an editorial 
criticism in The (Constitution, Senator 
Bacon said today: 


“I have never been against the canal. 
On the contrary, 1 have not only raised 
my voice for it whenever there was vuc- 
casion, but everywhere have I voted to 
expedite canal legislation. My position 
in this regard, I am sure, is clearly un- 
derstood by the people of Georgia. My 
attitude .toward this’ treaty was clearly 
set forth in dispatches sent by The Con- 
stitution's representative some days ago. 
I had occasion to state my views in ex- 
ecutive session of the senate when the 
treaty was under consideration. Only. 
garbied reports of speeches made in yex- 
ecutive session get out to the public, and 
upon such misrepresentations of my at- 
titude some northern newspapers have 
seen fit to interpret my position wrongly. 
1 believe if what I have said were pub- 
lished every democrat in Gerrgia would 


indorse my criticisms of the present 


treaty. : Lite 
Bacon Objects to British Control. 


“The chief reason for my position is 
that I am _ opposed to having Great 
Britain, or any other nation, have any- 
thing whatsoever to say about the con- 
trol of a canal which is to be built by 
and to remain the property of the United 
States: When the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
was made, the conditions were entirely 
different; the canal then proposed, the 
only canal then templated, was one 
to be owned by a private corporation in 
which citizens of all countries and, per- 
haps, some sovernments might be stock- 
holders. Great Britaiff gthen. had inter- 
ests which made it advisable that there 
should be a treaty with’ that government 
Since then conditions have changed ab- 
solutely. We are about to build a canal 
of our own through ‘territory which we 
will absolutely control and. in countries 
over which we may some day exercise

IGNITED HER CLOTHES

‘“‘Y Believe I’ll Burn You Up,” Said 
the Negro, and Applied Fire to 
Girl’s Dress—Boy Escapes, 
but He Is Hotly 
Chased. 


Athens, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)— 
One of the most horrible affairs recorded 
in this section's criminal history occurred 
here this afternoon. , 

About 6 o’clock a negro boy, about if 
or 12 years of age, went to the home of 
Cc. <A. Lambert and rang the door 
bell. Leila, the 8year-old daughter cf 
Mr. Lambert, went to the door. The boy. 
said he wanted to self some white mud 
and the little girl told him that ‘her 
mother was uptown and she couldn't 
buy any. The boy said he would step in 
and warm his hands. He went into the 
room where the little girl was with three 
younger brothers and sisters and stood 
in front of the fire warming his hands. 

Just as he started to leave he reached 
dcwn on the floor, picked up a piece of 
paper, stuck it in the fire, and, reaching 
toward the little girl, said: “I believe TH 
burn you up.” 

He placed the blazing paper under the 
drcss of the little girl, who sprang away 
from him screaming at the top of her 
voice, but not quick enough, for her 
clcthes had ignited. The negro boy sprang 
through the door and was gone. 

The child, covered with the flames. 
rushed to the kitchen, seized the water 
bucket and tried to extinguish the flames, 
but was unsuccessful until nearly all her 
clothes had burned from. her body. She 
then ran into the yard screaming and the 
attention of neighbors was attracted, who

But Schwab Doesn't Believe in 


Oreanization of Workingmen, 


Bteel Trust President Says Labor 
Federation Is a Trust, and Will 
Fail Like All Other Trusts. 
Relations of Capital 
and Trusts. 


Wew York, December 16.—Brought to- 
ether. through the good offices of the 
Sattanes Civic Federation, leading, rep- 
resentatives of labor and capital met 


here teday to discuss plans to minimize | 


Wage and industrial disputes. Aiding 
them with counsel were several promi- 
nent students of economics and leading 
figures in the religious world and the 
Opening session was notable for a num- 
ber of striking expressions and com- 
ments upon the problem faced by the 
conferees. Oscar Strauss, former minis- 
ter to Turkey, who acted as chairman, 
announced that it was planned to form a 
general executive committee with repre- 
sentation divided among labor, capital 
and the great public, and that it was 
hoped that it would become a_ great 
tribunal of peace where the conflicting 
interests might meet on even footing and 
settle their differences in a spirit of con- 
ciliation and mutual toleration. 

Senator MM. A. Hanna, Charles M. 
Schwab, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation; Archbishop Ireland, 
Bishop Potter, S. R. Callaway, president 
of the American Locomotive Works; E. 
D. Durand, secretary of the industrial 
commission; Theodore Marburg, of Bal- 
timore:; W. H. Pfahler, of Philadelphia; 
R. C. Kerens, of St. Louis; R. M. Eas- 
ley, of the National Civic Federation; 
National Hatters’ 
Union; James Ryan, of the International 
Typographical Union, and Marcvs Marks, 
president of the National Clothing Ma- 
kers’ Association, were among the men 
who attended the opening meeting. 

Schwab Opposes Labor Unions. 


Charles M. Schwab declared that he 
Was opposed td lImbor unions as they 
were now constituted and said that they 
must fail as the trusts had failed for 
seeking to limit the output and control 
prices. 

“T am here,”’ he said, ‘“‘with a mind 
open to conviction, anxious to see the 
other side of tne shield, as Bishop Pot- 
ter has said, and ready to do that which 
is fair. It may be that this is a s@lfish 
motive, but I realize that upon the peace- 
ful adjustment of the difficulties that ex- 
ist between capital and labor depends 
the future prosperity of the United 
States. The decadence in other countries 
is due to the hostility of labor unions. I 
do not deny at capital har been ar- 
bitrary and unfair. [ am nvt opposed 
to labor unions per se, but I am ainst 
them as they are now constituted. Labor 
unions will not succeed as the trusts 
have not succeeded on the principle of 
limiting production. Consolidation for 
economy’s sake, fair wages, purchasing 
in the cheapest market and selling in the 
best are the trade principles that will 
stand. The labor unions have become 
trusts. After all, the fortunes and the 
prosperity of the employees and employ- 
ers are linked together; they are the same 
and the fwo, intsrests. should stand to- 
gether. fF am*willing to *cdme here and 
give you any practical ideas that I can 
and. I hope that.this conference will 
come to some goéd.”’ 

Hanna Favors Unions. 

Senator Hanna expressed strong ap- 
proval of the principle of organized ja- 
bor and his speech drew apologies from 
John Phillips and John D. Donnelly, two 
of the labor delegates present, who con- 
fessed that they had held erroneous and 
unjust views as to the attitude of the 
senator toward organi:}-d Tass. Senator 
Hanna related an experience he had 
with coal miners in Ohio many years 
ago, and said that the experience had 
made him an advocate of unionism. 

“I saw then,” he said, ‘“‘and I believe 
now, that labor and capital could be 
brought together. I believe that the day 
is at hand for their peace, and I am 
willing to give the best that is in me 
while life lasts to bring labor and capital 
together. A settlement of th@ question 
will do more for good government, good 
morals, good social relations, than any- 
thing else that we could accomplish. To 
the end of all this I freely give whatever 
eervice I can render to this associa- 
tion. 

Archbishop Ireland’s View. 

Archbishon Trelind said that all Eu- 
rope looked to the United States to heal 
the breach between the two great inter- 
ests. As a minister of religion, as a mem- 
ber of a church whose pontiff had de- 
clared that the most important duty of 
the church was to maintain peace be- 
tween labor and capital, he was present 
to do his duty in a movement that made 
for peace and harmony and brotherhood 
among men. He believed, he said, that 
the realization of what Americans owed 
to one another as men and children of 
God was needed to bring those g@posed

Waters Are Receding and Railroad 
and Telegraphic Communication 
Being Restored — Forty 
Thousand Persons Are 
Left Idle, 


—— 


Philadelphia, December 16.—Advices 
frcm all sections of the eastern half of 
Pennsylvania, over which area Saturday 
night’s storm raged furiously, are to the 
effect that the waters covering the flood- 
ed districts are receding and that rail- 
road and telegraphic communication are 
slowly being restored. From Towanda’ 
tonight comes the announcement of three 
deaths caused by the flood near that town, 
and the additional statement that two 
others will die from tHe ‘effects ‘of ex- 
pesure. The damage to property and the 
pecuniary loss from enforced suspension 
of:-many industrics will reach many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. Dozens of 
coal mines are flooded alopg with hun- 
dreds of industrial concerns located along 
waterways, thus throwing idle thousands 
of men. It is estimated that more chan 
40,000 persons have been rendered idle. 
The Susquehanna river, which rose at 
scme points 29 feet above low water 
mark, is going down gradually, except 
in the lower end of the state, where it is 


reported to be rising 2 inches an hour. 
The good reports from upriver points, 
however, have allayed fear and the Indi- 
caticns are that the scuthern end of the 
state will suffér little from the swollen 
river. 

Railroad Service Deranged. 

The raliroad situaticn is gradually )be- 
ccming better. Up to 5 o’clock tonight, 
when the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
aVestern railroad started a train for New 
Y's, direct communication with New 
YorK owas cut off from Scranton and 
Wilkesterre, and trains were sent’ via 
Sunbury, Harrisburg and Philadelphia, 2 
distence of 330 miles. The direct route is 
only 145 miles. 

The Central Railroad of New Jersey is 
still tied up as far as through service is 
concerned. Trains are being run between 
local points. The Lehigh Valley. railroad 
tcrnigh opened its through service be- 
tween Buffalo and New York city by 
making a detour over branch lines, thus 
passing around the flooded district. 

Other railroads that are running trains 
have their schedules disarranged, which 
is caufing considerable inconvenience to 
travelers. An .necident of the storm was 
the closing of the Broad street theater 
here tonight. Frank Daniels’ company 
was to have opened a two weeks’ engage- 
ment tonight and the cecmpany, composed 
cf over 100 persons, left Buffalo on a spe- 
cial train at 8:30 Sunday morning via the 
Lehigh Valley railroad. The flooded sec- 
tion was reached and‘the train could pro- 
cced no farther. ‘The ratiroad company 
in its endeavor to have the actors get to 
Philadelphia in time for a performance 
t night had the train: transferred to threc 
or, four differeut railroads, and finally got 
it to the New York Central at a point in 
New York state. The train reached Al- 
bany this afternoon and then proceeded 
to New York city. The theatrical com- 
pany there took a ‘train for Philadelphia 
and will reach here ezrly in the morning. 

Many Narrow Escapes. 

Tales of narrow escapes from drowning 
come from all the flooded districts. Hun- 
dredg of families in little hamlets have 
been deprived cf their homes for the time 
being by swollen streams and the ex- 
tremely cold weather that has set in 
edds much to the suffering. At Newport, 
a smal! village near Allentown, 500 Ital- 
ians were surrounded by water and were 
prisoners in their homes for thirty-six 
hours. At Jersey shore 200 Italians work- 
-ng on the railroad there were driven 
trom their shanties by the ovezgflowing of 
Pine creek. : 


THREE LIVES LOST IN FLOOD. 


Two Others Will Die—Property Dam- 
age Is Beyond Estimate. 

Towanda, Pa., December 16.—The com- 
plete story of the damage wrought in 
Bradford county by the umprecedented 
flood of Saturday night and Sunday is 
coming in slowly. Three lives were lost, 
two others will die from exposure and 
the monetary loss to property is beyond 
present estimate. The borough of Mon- 
roetown was the heaviest sufferer. At 
that point and Greenwood, cn the Towan- 
da creek, two railroad and two travel 
bridges were swept away. Mrs. Hattie 
Fessenden, 45 years old, was drowned 
wh.le betng carried from her house. 

At Greenwood a house o®cupiedeby ‘Vil- 
liam §. Reynolds and his wife, beth over 
70 years old, and their grandson of 16 
years, was tipped over. The man was 
drowned, but the boy succeeded in get- 
ting himself and the woman into a street, 
where they tied themselves fast with 
strips of clothing. They had a soaking 
wet bed quilt to wrap themselves in and 
from midnight to 7 o’clocK in the morning 
were exposed to zero weather. Both were 
terribly frozen and the woman will die. 


Cincinnati Fears Flood.

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MAINE SWEPT BY HIGH WATER 


Train Plunges Into Washout and 
One Life Is Lost. 

Portland, Me., December 16.—This state 
is suffering tonight’ from one of the 
severest storms in its history. Floods 
and washouts have done tremendous 
damage. The Maine Central railroad has 
moved no trains since early yesterday. 
The Bangor and Aroostook railroad and 
the Canadian Pacific lines are in nearly 
as bad condition. The great mills on the 
Androscoggin, Kennebec and Penobscot 
rivers were almost unable to start their 
machinery this morning because of high 
water and thousands of men are tempo- 
rarily without work. Many cities and 
towns report that great damage has been 
done tq streets, families have been driv- 
en from their homes and street railways 
are inoperative from floogs. Many dis- 
tricts are inaccessible. Telegraphic and 
telephonic communication, though inter- 
rupted between numerous points, has 
stood the strain well. 

Up to tonight only one death had been 
reported, that of a fireman named Pat- 
ten, on the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
whose engine plunged into a washout. A 
similar accident on the Maine Central 
resulted in injury to three persons, one 
of whom may die. 

Madison, on the upper Kennebec river, 
sustained the greatest damage, it being 
fully $500,000. Logs and ice crushed build- 
ings and overturned many others. 

The water when at its highest was 3 
feet beyond the highest record in the 
great ‘‘Pumpkin freshet’’ of 1869. A mil- 
lion feet of lumber was wasted away. 
The Great Norihern Paper Company's 
loss is very heavy. Its expensive elec- 
trical machinery was ruined gnd fifteen 
carloads of fiuished paper were destroy- 
ed. 


KNOX IS AT LAST CONFIRMED. 


Despite the Objections of the Anti- 


Trust League. 

Washington, December 16.—Just before 
adjournment tonight the senate confirm- 
ed the nomination of Hon. Philander C. 
Knox to be attorney general of the 
United States. 

Senator Jones, of Arkansas, had moved 
to recommit the nomination to the com- 
mittee on judiciary, in the meantime pub- 
lishing the testimony bearing upon the 
case. Speeches in favor of this proposi- 
tion were made by Senators Jones and 
Turner, and in opposition by Senators 
Hoar and Pettus. It was contended by 
the two senators last named that the 
only evidence presented against con- 
firmation had been filed by members of 
the anti-trust league, and was very vague 
and indefinite. The senators favoring the 
motion said that if this were true, there 
could be no objecttion on the part of the 
friends of the attorney general to placing 
all the facts within reach of the public, 
as the more time the.committee should 
give the subject the more _ thoroughiy 
would the public be convinced of the 
fairness of its position when ultimately 
taken. They dwelt at some length upon 
the charge made that the attorney gen- 
eral, previous to eutering upon the duties 
of that office, had been attorney for the 
United States Steel Corporation and the 
armor plate manufacturers. In reply to 
these accusations it was said that it wags 
legitimate fcr an attorney in private jife 
to represent any interest in his Official 
capacity, and it was argued that his po- 
sition as counsellor for those interests 
could not be used legitimately agaiast 
him. The vote, on the motion to recom- 
mit was lost, 43 to 7. There was no roll 
call on the motion to confirm, which im- 
mediately followed.

Verdict in Senate. 

An echo of the verdict of the court of 
inguiry in the case of Rear Admiral 
Schley was heard in the senate ‘today 
when Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, introduced 
a resolution extending the thanks of con- 
gress and of the American people to Ad- 
miral Schley and the officers and men 
under his command during the battle of 
July 3, 1898, off the harbor of Santiago, 
Cuba.

“That the president of the United States 
be requested to cause this resolution to 
be communicated to Rear Admiral Schley, 
and through him to the officers and men 
under his command.,’”’ 

Representative Pearre, of Maryland, 
will call together the. members of the 
Maryland delegation in congress for the 
purpose of determining what course to 
pursue relative to a congressional inves- 
tigation of the case of Admiral Schley.

Rome, December 16.—When the cham- 
ber of deputies reassembled today, Signor 
Ferry (socialist) was called upon to with- 
draw the remarks which he made in the 
house Saturday in the course of the de- 
bate upon the state of Naples, to the ef- 
fect that there were “cases of criminality 
ins northern Italy and cases of honesty 
in southern Italy,’’ but he réfused to do 


so, and defied any one to try to make 
him swallow his words. Amid the great- 
est excitement the chamber voted _ to 


censure the deputy. 

The president of the house requested

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SCOTLAND IS DEEP IN SNOW. 


Fall Heavier Than at Any Time in 
Fifty Years. 

London, December 16.—The fall of snow 
in Scotland is heavier than at any time 
in fiftv years. Sevaral game keepers and 
shepherds are missing, and the destruc- 
tion of sheep in the snow drifts which 
range from 10 to 20 feet deep, is unpre- 
cedented. The roads are impassable. 
Parts of England are suffering almost 
€qually from the heavy fall of snow. 

The frost today is so severe that out- 
Side work has been suspended at many 
points, 

The storm appears to be pretty general 
all over Europe. There has been a vio- 
lent snowstorm at Rome. Numbers of 
wrecks have been reported from the 
Mediterranean.

LASH USED BY ROSEBERY 


Former Premier Attacks the Govern- 
ment’s South African Policy. 


RAP IS GIVEN CHAMBERLAIN 


Coionial Setretary Is Responsible for 
the Bitter Feeling Against 
Great Britain. 


Chesterfield, England. December 16.— 
Lord Rosebery, the former liberal pre- 
mier, was accorded a great reception 
when he appeared on the crowded plat- 
form here this evening. He sald that he 
had come by invitation and did not wish 
to indulge in phraseology, but to speak 
his mind and offer the liberals some dia: 


proaching convalescence, one of the signs 
of which was that it had gotten rid of 
the Irish alliance. The liberal party 
must now regain unity, though he would 
not advise just how this should be 
done. 

Lord Rosebery’s speech was received 
with marked enthusiasm by an im- 
mense crowd. It can hardly be said to 
have thrown much light along the path- 
way of the liberal party, and it is doubt- 
ful if his most admiring listener could 
have given any justification for his en- 
eeenaeinn Save that it was Lord Rose- 

ery. 

Resolved into its elements, the speech 
merely said: 

“Get together.” 


Roseberry Quotes Roosevelt. 

The speaker himself confessed that he 
did note pretend to say how this cohe- 
Sion should be accomplished. In urging 
his fellow liberals to reorganize Lord 
Roseberry quoted the following words 
oie the message of President Roose- 
FEIT: 

“We hope to keep going by slow steps, 
not by bounds. We must keep our eyes 
On the stars; but we must also remember 
that our feet are on the ground.’’ 

The following was the tenor of the 
former premier’s speech: 

The ministry was wrong, but the lib- 
erals should be very careful how they 
tried to set it right. 

Turning from the immediate outbreak 
of the war, Lord Rosebery touched upon 
education, in which he said Great Brit- 
ain was woefully behind her sister na- 
tions. Her commercial development was 
also sadly atrophied and the time would 
s00n come when Britain would be forced 
to fight-for trade Supremacy. She would 
then be as helpless as though armed with 
bows and arrows. 

Lord Rosebery maintained a discreet 
vagueness on the question of his per- 
sonal inclinations concerning the leader- 
Ship of the liberal party. He said that 
he could not imagine himself in the posi- 
tion of a minister. But in the next 
breath he told how he would reorganize 
the war office if it fell to his lot. 

He said this reorganization, however, 
should be postponed until after the war. 
The speaker’s recipe for the proposed 
reorganization of this office was a char- 
acteristically American one. namely, the 
appointment of a commission. “ 


War in South Africa. 


Concerning the government's conduct 
of the war, Lord Rosebery was severe 
and scornful. 
ernment that the Boers had not made 
war according to the recognized rules 
reminded him that the same thing had 
been said by the old Austrian generals 
of the young Napoleon when the latter 
was beating them. He was particularly 
sarcastic at the expense of the explana- 
tion of the earl of Halsbury. the lord 
chancellor, that only a “sort of warfare” 
was now going on, and he strongly con- 
demned what he termed the scandalous 
misrepresentations by which the govern. 
ment had precipitated the last general 
election, 

Lord Rosebery’ heavily blamed the 
government for its tactlessness which. 
he declared, had produced unparalleled 
ill-will toward Great Britain in every 
European population, and which he at- 
tributed largely to what he called the 
provocative oratory of Mr. Chamberlain. 
the colonial secretary. 

While he was emphatic on the neces- 
sity of vigorously prosecuting the war 
and expressing the fullest confidence in 
Lord Kitchener, Lord Rosebery said that 
he thought the government should be pre- 
pared to listen to peace overtures, and 
he contended there was nothing degrad- 
ing or abusing in recognizing the exiled 
Boer government for the purpose of mak- 
ing peace. The three greatest civilians 
who had waged war in the past century, 
the speaker said—Pitt, Bismarck and 
Lincoln—had not disdained such efforts 
to secure peace, 

Should Not Humiliate Boers. 

Lord Rosebery recounted the occasions 
cf 1796, 1870 and 1863. No gane Boer now 
tceped for anything but ennexation, he 
said, and for many reasons it was urgent- 
ly necessary that the war should be end- 
ed. The Boers should not unnecessarily 
be humiliated. The former premier pro- 
tested emphatically against treating the 
Boers in the field as banditti. To Boers 
swearing allegiance, he said, he would 
give the largest possible amnesty and 
the fullest civil rights. The 40,000 pris- 
oners must be resettled in South Africa 
erd harsh treatment of the Boers would 
be like applying sparks to gun powder. 
Scornfully rejecting the idea that such 
an empire as Britain could not provide an 
alternative government to the existing 
ministry, Lord Rosebery said that in all 
ris life, from all the bitterest foes of 
Great Britain he never heard such dis- 
paragement of her 2s that doctrine im- 
rlied. If that were true, he continued, 
the nation was more fitted to control a 
cabbage garden® than an empirc. 
In conclusion and amid loud cheers, 
Lord Rosebcry declared his services were 
at the dispcsal of the country in. any- 
thing he could do to further the policy 
he had just expounded. He gaid it was 
rot to party that he appealed; party in 
this matter could avail little or nothing. 
He appealed unto Caesar from the. par- 
liament, with its half-hearted but over- 
whelming government supporters and 
from distracted and disunited opposition 
to that silent but supreme tribunal which. 
in the long run, shaped and controlled 
the destinies of the British people, name- 
ly, the tribunal of public opinion and 
common sense.

New York, December 16.—Andrew Freed- 
man obtained an injunction late this 
afternoon in the supreme court. through 
counsel to restrain A. G. Spalding from 
assuming the presidency of the national 
Lasebel] lezegue and from interfering with 
the business cf the national league in any 
way whatever. 

The order further restrains Nicholas E. 
Young from delivering to Spalding any 
of the books, records or papers cf the 
league. The defendants are orderéd to 
show cause before Juizge Scctt December 
19 instant why the injunction should not 
be made permanent, 

In this action Mr. Freedman _ repre- 
sented the New York, Boston, Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis baseball clubs, these 
four being the organizations whose re- 
spective presidents left the meeting of the 
national league magnates at the Fifth 
avenue hotel on Saturday morning last. 

By the injunction procxedings Mr. 
Freedman hopes to have the election of 
Mr Spalding as president of the league 
declared illegal.

MARCONI RUNS 
AGAINST TRUST 


Anglo-American Telegraph 
Company Warns Him To 
Leave Newfoundland, 


MARCONI IS A TRESPASSER, 
SQ THE COMPANY ASSERTS 


Unless Marconi Ceases To Experi- 
ment He Will Be Enjoined—In- 
ventor Considers Action 
« Proof of Importance of 

His Discovery. 


St. Johns, N. F., December 16.—Owing 
to fog and rain, Marconi was unable to 
swing his kites in mid-air today. He, 
therefore, went to Cape Spear to de- 
termine on the fitness of that promontory 
for the wireless telegraph station which 
he proposed to erect. The inventor will 
use a mast 200 feet high instead of kites, 
as giving more certain results. Being in- 
formed at Cape Spear by telephone of 
the newspaper's report that Thomas Edi- 
son discredited the report of signals hav- 
ing keen received here last week from 
Cornwall, Signor Marconi replied that 
the signals were received by himself, and 
that they were absolutely genuine. The 
inventor will give a special exhibition 
here tomorrow merning to the governor, 
premicr and a gathering of representative 
citizens. Marconi will inaugurate the 
new year by sending a special message 
over the Atlantic, if the steamer on which 
he is to sail from New York reach2s 
England ir time.’ He will go direct to 
Cornwall and take charge of matters 
there. 

By mid-summer he will have a fully 
equipped station here for sending and re- 
celving messages between America and 
England and anotner station on the Mas- 
sachusetts coast, 

Marconi has just returned here from 
Cape Spear, where bad weather prevent- 
ed him from selecting a site for his pro- 
posed stetion, 

On returning here Marconi was served 
with legal documents from the solicitors 
of the Anglo-American Telegraph Com- 
pany. These notify him that the said 
company possesses an exclusive monopoly 
of the telegraph business . within New- 
foundland and its dependencies, and de- 
mand that he cease his experiments and 
remove his apparatus forthwith, other- 
wise the company will apply to the su- 
preme court for an injunction restrain- 
ing him from further trials. 

Marconi has not. vet decided what 
course of action he will take in the mat- 
@ér. He regards this action on the part 
of the Anglo-American Telegraph Cor- 
pany as the best proof of the importance 
of his new discovery.

The council has wisely declined the 
proposition for consolidation of the 
electric light and street car corpora- 
tions on a basis of $50,000 cash and 1 
per cent of the gross receipts, com: 
mencing five years hence. There will 
be further negotiations, but in the in- 
terim—while the contending interests 
are temporarily quiet—we wish to say 


@ word for Atlanta. 


This town has been pretty well torn 
up politically for two or three years. 


It was unavoidable, and the people 


have endured it with patience because 
Atlanta has been the battle ground of 
a terrific fight, the biggest fight for the 
richest prize in the entire history of 
the city. Millions were at stake and 
it is a matter for congratulation that 
these Atlanta corporations were 
strong enough to protect themselves 
and avert financial disaster. The rec- 
ord of the public utility corporations 
in this respect, extending back from 
their inception, is one that every bus- 
iness man in the city should regard 


\with satisfaction, and certainly no 


good citizen has any desire to un- 
justly oppress them. 
Atlanta prefers competition and she 
has g.ven away her franchises and en- 
dured the turmoil of political wrangle 


4s ,_for the sake of competition. There 


were certain agreements made while 
the roads were fighting each other 
that are in plain black and white. 


4 _ Now that the fight is over: now that 
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competition is dead. and the former 
contending corporations are owned by 
the same interests, the time has come 
for all differences to be adjusted as 
speedily as possible, in order that At- 
lanta may once more “get back to her 
knitting.” 

If the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company—consolidated or not—wants 
to cross the viaduct, let it come for- 
ward with the $50,000. 

If the public utility corporations are 
liable uffter the general law to tax- 
ation on their franchises, under prin- 
ciples laid down by general law, and 
applied in other states, let the city 
start the ball. 

If the Rapid Transit company is lta- 
ble for the 5 per cent tax under the 
general ordinance, let the assessment 
be fixed, but let it all be done with- 
out fuss and feathers. 

Everything now is largely a ques- 
tion of law, and it should be left to the 
law, unless a fair contract can be 
speedily reached by joint agreement 
of the city and the corporations. 

The people have a right to insist 
that the street car companies cease to 
monopolize the time of the council. 

It may be asked, what would be a 
fair basis of settlement. There has 
been much talk of the production of 
the books, but they have never been 
brought forward. If they were pro- 
duced there would still have to be 
eliminated those items of expense an’ 
reductions in revenue due to the fight 
for supremacy which has been going 
on for the last three years. 

But this much is certain: The cor. 
porations offer $50,000 for consolida- 
tion and 1 per cent of gross receipts 
and the city’s contract with the Rapid 
Transit in the event of consolidation 
calls for 5 per cent. 

Why not split the difference, and 
jmake it 3 per cent for the next ten 
years? 

Under that arrangement the consol- 
idation of wie properties could be ef- 
fected and the increased economy of 
administration would probably amount 
to as much as the taxes. The advan- 
tages to the corporations in the way of 
@ united capitalization, with one set 
of bonds and stock, would be very 
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It is but two weeks until January. 


Another year is coming. and a new 
council is to be inaugurated. It will 
be unfortunate if the wrangles for 
which competition was some compen- 


sation shall be thrust into 1902 and. 


continued throughout that year. We 
appeal to the corporations which have 
been so generously treated by the city 
of Atlanta to meet the people fairly 
and promptly in this matter, so that 
the public utility question can be 
largely eliminated from local politics. 
It is to the interest. of the corporations 
to do this. As between corporations 
there is always a choice, and factions 
arise. As between monopoly and the 
public interest there is but one side. 

It is in no spirit of threat that we 
warn the corporations to beware of the 
dangers of an awakened popular re- 
sentment. Better for everybody to 
have a fair settlement now. If not, let 
the matter go to the final arbitrament 
of the people. 

But why not get together without 
another year of strife? 

Why not do it for Atianta? 

Let’s make next year another record 
breaker. 

It can be done by all pulling to- 
gether! 


Origins of Alphabets. 

Professor J. C. Clarke, of Alton, 
Ills.. has sent to the Smithsonian insti- 
tution at Washington a volume which 
is likely to excite very great interest, 
not only on the part of grammarians 
and philologists, but equally on the 
part of all intelligent and thoughtful 
readers. 

This volume is nothing more or less 
than a compilation of the alphabets of 
the world. so tabulated as to show the 
origin of all of them in the Egyptian 
hieroglyphics and to exhibit the devel- 
opment of each from its earliest to its 
latest forms. 

Much of the material which the 
work contains was ga.hered by Pro- 
fessor Clarke in the course of his own 
travels and the rest was. obtained 
through correspondence with libra- 
rians and specialists in various parts 
of the globe. The volume contains 
about 1,000 varieties of alphabets, per- 
haps as many as one-fourth of this 
number being distinct alphabets; and 
they are all arranged according to 
dates and logical connection. The He- 
brew, Arabic, Syriac and Egyptian al- 
phabets are traced from the Greek. 
The Persian, Indian, Manchoo, Thihe- 
tan and Malay are traced from the 
Svriac. 

In addition to the alphabets of the 
world. Professor Clarke also traces the 
origin of the various numerical ciphers 
in use among the nations. Many Eu 
ropean authorities state that the ori- 
gin of the ciphers is unknown. as is 
also the case with the zero m@rk, but 
Professor Clarke shows that they were 
Svriac letters in use about the time 
of the Christian era and were the first 
letters of the alphabet. He says that 
the figures 4 and 8 are older 
forms than the others, and that the 
zero sign has been derived from the 
Svriac “I.” 

From the verv nature of things it is 
more than likelv that this curious vol- 
nme. Rasides bringing the author into 
international prominence, will become 
one of the most imnortant scientific 
curios of the institution. 
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The Louisiana Leper Colony. 

While the Chinese exclusion ques- 
fion is before the country and Minister 
Wu is talking so glibly about the ad- 
mission of his countrymen into the 
United States, the public should not be 
allowed to forget that the dreadful 
Chinese disease, leprosy, has already 
secured a foothold in America. In 
guarding the American workingman 
against Chinese cheap labor, and 
American institutions against the Chi- 
nese standard, we must also guard: 
against the leprosy peril as well. 

There are in the Leper home in 
Louisiana thirty-six inmates—nineteen 
males and seventeen females. Five 
Sisters of Charity nurse these unfor- 
tunates. The leper colony is a state 
instituuon, and is an illustration of 
what this country may expect if we 
throw open our doors to those races 
and those peoples that live on a plane 
far below our own. Our population 
will grow more and more dense and 
there will be troubles enough without 
multiplying them by admitting the Chi- 
nese, who displace the white work- 
ers, lower the standard of living. and 
bring nothing but disease to the body 
politic as well as contagion to the in- 
dividual. 

The condition of the Loyisiana lep- 
ers is peculiarly pitiful. From their 
homes, from friends and relatives, 
from all the scenes that are naturallv 
held dear, they go td the living death 
in the colony. One of the Sisters, ap- 
pealing to The New.Orleans Picayune 
for Christmas presents for the lepers. 
Says: : 

Fathers and mothers are separated 
from their cherished little ones. Broth- 
ers and sisters, once sharers in the same 
family blessings and joys, are shut out, 
are saddened by the thought that never 
again will they meet on this earth. 

When China learns to live like a 
civilized nation, when sue ceases to 
be a vast opium den and breeder of 
disease, when real enlightenment 
takes the place of arrogant stupidity, 
and lying and thievery cease to be re- 
garded as national virtues, then Amer- 
ica can open her doors to the Chinesze. 
Until then she must fight the yellow 
peril as the enemy of all that this 
country is striving for in health, 
morality, religion and material things. 
Our leper colonies are large enough. 


An Old Oongressional Landmark. 

Galusha A. Grow, of Pennsylvania, 
is the oldest landmark of the national 
house of representatives. More than 
fifty years have elapsed since he first 
entered the exalted forum in which he 
still holds an honored seat. 

Several days ago Mr. Grow address- 
ed the house on some important meas- 
ure which was then pending and the 
speech, in view of all the circum. 
stances, was characterized by markeé 
physical and intellectual vigor. To 
every one who heard his effort in con- 
gress last week it was evident that 
there was life in the old man yet. 

Mr Grow first appeared in congress 
in 1851, ten years before the outbreak 
of the civil war and when the slavery 
agitation was beginning to be omi- 
nous of the approaching disrupture of 
the union.: In another decade he be- 
came the speaker of the house and to- 
day he is the sole survivor of. the con- 
gress over which he presided. Among 
the number of his distinguished con- 
temporaries were such well-known 
Americans as Elihu B. Washburn. 
John A. Logan, John J. Critten- 
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| Voorhees, Francis P. Blair, Scauy- 
ler Colfax, Henry L. Dawes, Clem- 
ent L. Vallandigham, Sunset Cox 
and Roscoe Conkling. One by one 
they have disappeared from the cor- 
ridors of the capitol, leaving Galusha 
A. Grow the last of this brilliant com- 
pany, and there is something little 
, short of marvelous in the fact that 
this old man is still one of the most 
active members of the house. 

Many of the most stirring chapters 
of our national history have been writ- 
ten during the half century spanned 
by the public career of Galusha A. 
Grow. May the sturdy old landmark 
be spared for many years to come. 


Georgia’s Honored Guests. 

Governor George K. Nash, of Ohio, 
accompanied by several prominent citi- 
zens of the Buckeye State, will reach 
Atlanta this morning en route to An- 
dersonville, where the distinguished 
party will be present at the unveiling 
of an imposing shaft which the state 
of Ohio has erected in honor of the 
Buckeye boys who perished on Geor- 
gia soil during the civil war. 

From the moment the train .crosses 
the northern. border line of the state 
until it crosses it again on the home- 
ward trip there willbe no lack of cor- 
diality in the greeting which Georgia 
will shower upon her guests, and the 
only regret which mingles. with her 
welcome is that the party’s stay on 
Georgia soil will be entirely too shor‘. 

More than thirty-six years have 
elapsed since the tragic scenes of the 
civil war were enacted, and though At- 
lanta was one of the greatest sufferers 
at the hands of the struggle, she har- 
bors within her Weart no vestige of 
sectional an‘nosity, but on the con- 
trary has always cultivated the spirit 
of brotherhood. 

With open-hearted southern hospi- 
tality she warmly greets her guests. 
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Wireless Telegraphy Experiments. 

Marconi is truly a wizard of the air. 
The achievement of the inventor of 
wireless telegraphy in sending a sig- 
nal across the Atlantic from the Liz- 
zard to St. Johns, Newfoundland. 
may well set the world to wondering 
what will happen next. 

It has been such a little while since 
Morse invented the telegraph, and such 
remarkable strides have been made in 
the use of electricity, that there is 
hardly a limit to what we may hope 
for in-the future. If the air can be 
brought into such uses as we see, and 
carry a message 2,200 miles across the 
trackless ocean, why may not some 
inventor of the future harness the 
ether and get up communication with 
other planets? There are plenty of 
persons who know nothing about the 
subject who will be ready to make the 
prediction. Marconi will not attempt 
anything of the sort, but perhaps it 
would not be too much for Tesla. 

The cable men are not disturbed 
yet, and with good reason, because 
wireless telegraphy is in its infancy, 
but its possibilities cannot be meas: 
ured yet. Until this signal was flash- 
ed across the ocean the wireless te- 
legraphy record was 200 miles. A 
jump of 2,000 miles is a wonderful ad- 
vance and the cable men need not be 
too sure of the distant future. There 
is nothing that is making the advances 
that are befng made in electrical mat- 
ters. Millions and millions of dollars 
worth of electrical machinery is being 
sent to the junk shop every year, dis- 
carded for improved appliances. This 
is one of the greatest drains’that the 
street railway corporations have to 
meet. 

Marconi’s experiments are expen- 
sive and it is fortunate that he has the 
backing necessary to test his inven. 
tions. He is modest about his work 
and says that in a few months he 
hopes to have a system of direct com- 
munication across the ocean so estab 
lished as to ascertain whether or not 

ireless telegraphy is to be of prac: 
ical use in trans-Atlantic correspond- 
ence.

The Canal Belt Our Coast Line. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

It was a favorite dream of the late 
James G. Blaine, whose head was long, 
however otherwise ill-balanced, that the 
canal belt or strip is de facto a part of 
the coast line of the United States. While 
this country guarantees the sovereignty 
of the canal strip nominally to the na- 
‘tions through wihich it passes, it will hold 
the strip against all comers, and in fact 
assume full control in perpetuity. The 
guarantee of this nation makes it suze- 
rain for all time over the belt, though it 
may not own the land. In other words, 
the belt is de facto a part of the coast 
line of the United States. 

President Hutin, of the Panama Canal 
Company, in the interest of the stock- 
holders of that ill-fated coneern, has been 
laying all the obstructions possible in the 
way of the rival canal project. The new 
Panama canal cOmjparny.is apparently in 
desperate straitsefinancially. ‘the French 
stockholders have lost faith in its suc- 
cess, and ail that can” be saved, if the 
senate votes for the Nicaragua canal 
rext Monday, is the ratiroad that still re- 
mains there. But stockholders do not like 
to see everything sunk in this way and 
the opposition of their agents is, perhaps, 
but natural. 

iinless ail signs fail we are to have a 
canal, and the hopes of fifty years.of dis- 
appointment are about to be realized. 
Once started we will hold it sgainst the 
world, too. 


Don’t Hinder Canal Building. 
(From The St.. Louls Republic.) 


Senator Bacon’s speech in opposition to 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty is lacking in 
materia calculated - to comvince the 
American people that the senate should 
1efuse to ratify the treaty or that the 
democratic party would be justified in de- 
teating ratification, on the ground that 
American rights are not fully recognized 
and protected. 

The treaty as now framed unquestion- 
ably contains the desirable provisions 
which were not found in the earlier con- 
vention, defeated by the senaté.. The 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is definitely abro- 
gated. The canal to be constructed un- 
der the new conditions would be an all- 
American canal, subject to American con- 
trol.

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ABSENTEES SCORED BY 
A MEMBER OF THE HOUSE 


CCORDING to several of the capitol 
officials and members of the legis- 
lature who have been representing their 
counties or districts for the last ten to 
twenty years, the extensive absenteeism 
seen in the general assembly that has 
just adjourned is entirely a new feature, 
a condition that has developed within the 
last three or four years, until it has seri- 
ously interfered with the transaction of 
the ‘public business. (Une or two of the 
members who did not return to their 
homes promptly on Friday night when the 
legislature adjourned, were discussing the 
matter the other day, pronouncing it a 
deplorable condition, and one for which 
there unquestionably should be some rem- 
edy that ought to be applied. 

“With the exception of about one term,”’ 
one of them said, “I have been coming to 
the legislature for fifteen years, and until 
the last three or four sessions there were 
comparatively few absences unless it wus 
for providential cause or business that 
could not’ wait. In this session of the 
general assembly the leave of absence 
business was carried to the extreme, and 
on twenty-five days out of the session at 
least, I know that there was either no 
quorum present, or if there was, it was 
secured with difficulty. 

“I do not refer to Saturday, when there 
is always a slim attendance, but to the 
five days in the week when the members 
gre expected to be present and give their 
attention to public business. The necessi- 
ty for the speaker ordering locked the 
doors of the house in order to secure and 
keep a quorum, was never known unti! 
within the last two or three vears. Per- 
sonal pride in many cases, and in others 
fear Of public opinion at home, Kept the 
members in their seats, but with manv 
those things appear to have been for- 
gotten, and in the hcuse that has just 
closed a hundred members was considered 
a good attendance, and the average for 
the entire session was very few over that. 
Think of it, an average absence of near- 
ly seventy-five members a day. On but 
two occasions was there a really good at- 
tendance, the day the depot bill was pass- 
ed and the day the Howell resolution was 
finally put through. Often even when a 
quorum answered roll call, so many mem- 
bers would go out into the halls, or even 
away from the capitol altogether, that it 
was practically impossible to transact 
business. 

“TIT say it is an outrage and something 
ought to be done to create a change of 
sentiment. After the senate had spent 
weeks on the constitutional amendment 
bill, there were not cnough members of 
the house present to act cn it if it had 
ccme to a vote. If I come back to the 
next house, and I hope I will, I am going 
to see if something cennot be done to 
change this condition of affairs. If there 
is anything to be done, we ought to stay 
here and do it; if not we ought to ad- 
jcurn and go home whether the fifty days 
has expired or not. Mark what I tell you, 
this thing is going to be heard from.” 


SOME IMPORTANT LAWS. 

| N the closing heurs of the legislature 

one or two important measures were 
finally passed that were overlooked in the 
hurry incident to adjournment. Among 
these was the bill providing that the ap- 
plication and the evidence attached there- 
to filed by a pensioner in the office of the 
commissioner of pensions shall be com- 
petent testimony for a widow who may 
apply for a pension when her husband 
was drawing a pension at the time of his 
death. The bill was favored by Pension 
Commissioner J. W. Lindsey, who was 
anxious to see some arrangement made 
by which widows applying for pensions 
could make use of the evidence on file in 
his office. Heretofore they -have been 
compelled to secure entirely new evidence 
from living witnsses and this has been 
quite a hardshi, upon them. Now they 
will be able to secure practically all the 
evidence necessary right in the pension 
commissioner’s office, and that will an- 
swer every purpose. 

Another interesting measure finally 
passed was by Mr. Adams, of Putnam, 
providing how the property of transient 
persons shall be taxed. The bill provides 
for the collection of a tax on stocks of 
goods, wares, live stock, merchandise, 
etc., which is the property of transient 
persons in any county in the state, and 
directs how the tax collector shall assess 
such property and levy a tax upon it. It 
shall be taxed in the same manner and at 
the same rate as the property of persons 
resident in the county. 

There was also passed a bill by Mr. 
Little, of Muscogee, to exempt agents of 
industrial life insurance companies which 
do not make a larger assessment than 
$1.05 per week from the payment of the 
license tax required in the general tax 
act. 

A bill which seems to have escaped at- 
tention, but which went through, pro- 
vided for restoring the rank of lieutenant 
colonel of Georgia state troops, colored. 
It was passed with a view to restoring 
his title to Lieutenant Colonei J. H. De- 
veaux, of Savannah, in command of the 
colored battalion there. 


TERRELL’S RESIGNATION. 

TTORNEY GENERAL J. M. TER- 

RELL will tender his resignation 
some time between Jaruary 15 and Feb- 
ruary 1 for the purpose of making his 
formal announcement as a candidate for 
governor and entering actively into tne 
campaign. He will not resign on January 
10, as has been stated, and the chances 
sre according to the most authoritative 
information, that Mr. Terrell will not give 
up his present cffice until about February 
1. He represents the state in several im- 
portant cases and there is considerable 
business ahead of him in the office which 
he desires to dispose of before turning 
ic over to.the governor’s appointee, who- 
ever that may be. 


PRANTLEY IN ATLANTA. 
ONGRBSSMAN W. G. BRANTLEY, 
Dips the eleventh, passed through At- 
lanta yesterday on his way from Wash- 
ington to Brunswick to spend the holi- 
days at home. Congress adjourns for the 
holidays tomorrow, but Congressman 
Prantley had to leave earlier on account 
of business. While here he spent some 
time visiting friends at the capitol. 
Congressman Brantley says there is con- 
siderable talk now of Gorman as the 
probable leader of the democratic ticket 
in 199. The Maryland statesman is being 
discussed at the capitol, as are some oth- 
ers, and there are many who believe he 
stands a splendid chance of being chosen. 
It is reported, however, that Gorman has 
expressed the opinion that he is not the 
man to lead the party. It is a matter 
which only time /will develop. 


ANEW INSURANCE LAW. 

MONG the important measures 
A passed by the recent legislature is 
uirin mutual life annuit 
oicamien cmanine to deposit $20,000 
with the state treasurer as security to 
policy holders. Until last year the law 
required no deposit whatever, but the 
last session of the present legislature 
passed an act requiring a deposit of $%.,- 
000. This last session raised the required 
deposit to $20,000. Speaking of the bill 
a member of the house said: ‘“‘Hereto- 
fore the lag threw no safeguards what- 
ever around the mutual companies, while 
the old lime companies have always been 
required by law to have a fixed amount 
of assets or security to policy holders. 
In the contest for business the old line 
people heid up to the public that the 
mutual companies were not safe as the 
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law threw no protection around inert 5 


as safe as any others. This legislation 
was had last year and this at the in- 
stance of the State Mutual and Annuity 
Association of Rome. The measure met 
with opposition from most of the annuity 
companies doing business in the state 
as they held that they were unable to 
immediately make a deposit of $20,000. 
An agreement was finally reached by 
allowing the deposit to be maie any 
time during 1902. The law I pegard a good 
one.”’

EARLY DECISION IS EXPECTED 


Argument in the Supreme Court Will 
Be Heard Thursday or Friday. 
Correspondence Between 
the Governor and Treas- 
urer on the Subject. 


Mandamus suit against State Treasures 
R. E. Park will filed before Judge 
John S. Candler in the superior court of 
Fulton county this morning, asking tha¢ 
the defendant be required to comply with 
the terms of the Howell resolution recent. 
ly passed by the general assembly, and 
transfer to the interest account $335.90 
of the public property fund for the pur. 
pese of paying the interest on the hond- 
ed debt for 1902. 

Governor Candler yesterday notified 
Treasurer Park of the approval of the 
resolution by himself, and requested him 
to comply with its terms. Treasurer Park 
at once replied, declining to do so until 
he had been instructed by the highest 
tribunal in the state that such action 
would be legal and in accordance with 
the constitution of the state. 

The case will be heard and determined 
by Judge Candler instead of Judge Eump- 
kin, for the reason that the latter is dig- 
qualified, being the owner of certain Geor- 
gia bonds, and these are involved in the 
legal issue. It was for this same reason 
that Judge Lumpkin did not preside in 
the other case involving the use of the 
public property fund to pay teachers, 

The attitude of Judge Candler is so well] 
known on the status of the public prop 
erty fund that it is not likely there will 
be any extended hearing on the case 
before him. The maitter will be tuken up 
before Judge Candler in the state library 
at 10 o’clock this morning. Attorney Gen- 
eral Terrell will file the suit and ex- 
Chief Justice Logan E. Bieckley, assist- 
ed by Orville A. Park,. of Maco, will 
appear for the ¢tate treasurer. 

It is expected that Judge Candler will 
at once sign an order directing the state 
treasurer to comply with the terms of 
the -resoluticn, and an appeal will be 
promptly teken to the supgeme court. 

The appeal will be filed in the supreme 
court on Wedneeday, all téchnicalities 
will be waived and it is expected the 
hearing before that court will be had 
on Thursday or Friday. ‘The principal 
argument in the matter will take place 
before that court and a final decision is 
expected scme time next week.

The first of the very large taxpavers 
materialized yesterday in the shape of 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company. The 
amount of taxes paid by that company 
was about $6,000.

There was ae delegation of fifteen 
or twenty citizens from Wilkes pres- 
ent in the governor’s office when the mat- 
ter came up. Speeches were made in be- 
half of the bill by Senator Lyndon and 
F. H. Colley, while Dr. B. M. Callaway, 
Dr. J. E. Cook and Representative Shank 
made strong arguments against it. 

The bill was peculiarly drawn in that 
While it provided for a distribution of 
the profits between Wilkes county and 
the town of Washington, it submitted the 
question of whether the dispensary shall 
be established only to the qualified vot- 


ers of Washington. The opponents of 
the bill said this would permit the ne- 


vote on the matter and mean that the 
dispensary is sure to be opened if the bill 
is approved. They sald they would not 
object so much if the question could be 


submitted to the white voters of the en- 


tire county. 

In view of this statement the friends 
of the bill agreed that the matter should 
be submitted to the white voters of the 
county at the white primary next sum- 
mer and that it shall not go into effect 
unless a majority of the white voters so 
express themselves at the polls. 

What the Governor Says. 

Governor Candler last night gave to a 
representative of The Constitution the 
following statement of facts: 

“Wilkes is now a dry county under the 
operation of the local option law, but the 
four years at the expiration of which 
another election may, under that law, be 
held, will expire in September next. The 
bill providing for a dispensary in Wash- 
ington was amended so as to provide that 
it shall not go into effect until the Ist of 
November, 1902, after the expiration of 
the four years during which it will be dry 
under the last election, and the friends 
of the bill pledged that it shall be sub- 
mitted for approval or disapproval in the 
white primary which will be ordered next 
spring to nominate a state ticket. If not 
indorsed by the white voters in the prit- 
mary it shall not go into effect at all, 
but shall be repealed by the next legisla- 
ture.”’

HE HAD HIMSELF 
HELD AS LUNATIC 


Strange Conduct of Charlie Middle- 
broeks at Pelice Barracks. 


HE WAS TAKEN AT HIS WORD 


Is Son of W. M. Middlebrooks, of 
No. 399 Peters Street—Tells 
How He Went Crazy—Will 
Take Out Writ for 


Himself. 
“Tl am acrazy man and I want to be 
locked up,” exclaimed: Charlie Middle- 


brooks, the son of one of the best known 
citizens of Atlanta, as he walked into the 
police barracks last night about 11 o'clock. 

The young man looked as if ne might 
not be in his right mind and he was taken 
at his word and held for the night. 

He is son of W. M. Middlebrooks, the 
merchant on Peters street, who served 
in the council and on the aldermanic 
board. for several terms. 

It was a most unusual case—in fact, 
the first of tne kind the police ever nad 
to deal with. Crazy people generally 
deny that their minds are not right and 
resist any attempt to take away their 
liberty. 

So when Charlie Middlebrooks walked 
{ntto the barracks of his own accord and 
made his strange announcement, coupled 
with his remarkable request, the officers 
present were in a state of consterna- 
tion. 

Tne young man had not been drinking. 
He talked rationally enough and told who 
he was. Yet there he was stating qulet- 
ly to the officers that he was a lunatic 
and desired tto be incarcerated for the 
protection of himself and society. 

He Talks About His Case. 

Charlie Middlebrooks is about 22 years 
of age. He lives with his father at No. 
399 Peters street. If he has ever shown 
any signs of insanity in the past the fact 
has not been generally known. He 
claims he has been crazy for at least two 
months. 

His exact statement was when he én- 
tered the barracks: 

“Gentlemen, I am a crazy man and I 
wish to be locked up, because I believe 
it will be best for me, my family and my 
friends. I have decided that this is the 
best taing for me to do.’’ 

The officers inspected him closely to as- 
certain if he had been drinking, but could 
discover to signs of intoxication. Some of 
the officers knew the young man person- 
ally and they questioned him closely. 

Middlebrooks answered all questions 
readily. When asked how long he had 
been crazy he replied: 

“T first found out that my mind was 
giving away about two montns ago.

The case of Ben W. Evans and Emma 
White against a number of prominent cit- 
izens of. Hartwell, Hart county, Ga., 
which was begun before Judge New- 
man in the United States court yester- 
day morning, is exciting great interest 
throughout Georgia. The proceedings 
are being watched by a large number 
of citizens of Hart county, who are 
present as witnesses and spectators, 

Ben Bvans and Emma White are su- 
ing A. N. Alford, F. W. Carter, J. A. 
Dickinson, H. M. Griffin, D. A. Perritt, 
L. E. Meredith, J. R. Stevens, S. M. Bo- 
bo, S. W. Peek, E. B. Benson and J. 
D Matheson for $100,000, alleging cruel 
and inhuman treatment'at the hands of

The feature of the case now on trial 
is that of jurisdiction, but behind this 
lies a story of the most sensational na- 
Evans and his’ wife, former- 
White, claim to be 
bona fide citizens of South Carolina 
and for that reason demand frial in the 
federal courts. The defendants declare 
that the residence of the plaintiffs in 
South Carolina was only temporary and 
was for the purpose of gaining the juris- 
diction of the federal court. 

It seems that in October, 1900, a number 
of citizens of Hartwell went to the resi- 
dence of Evans and dealt rather vio- 
lently: with he and Emma White, ad- 
ministering punishment to both of them. 
For this the suits were instituted. It was 
claimed at that time that Evans’ rela- 
tions with Emma White were not such 
as to receive the commendation of the cit- 
izens of the community and for this 
reason, it is claimed, drastic measures 
were taken to rid the county of their 
presence.

In Spite of the Fact That Little Rou- 
tine Business Was Up, the 
Meeting Lasted Until 
Nearly 8 O’Clock Last 
Night.

of council yesterday turned out one 
the longest on record. 

Owing to the fact that few committees 
had had an opportunity of meeting, there 
was little actual business to be transacted. 
The unexpected happened, however, and 
the session was drawn out until nearly 
8 o'clock. 

The main feature of the meeting, aside 
from the fight on Alderman Kilpatric’s 
for water commissioner, was the futile 
effort to raise the salaries of various 
heads and subordinates in the several city 
cdepartments. 

This effort came after the reading of the 
report on salaries. The report suggested 
only three changes—the increase in sal- 
ary of the second assistant city engineer 
from $1,200 to $1,500 a year; the increase of 
the assistant to the comptroller from 
$1,000 to $1,200 a year, and the addition 
of the clerk to the superintendent of pub- 


lic works of $10 a month. 
As soon as the report was read Counci!- 


the salary of the city marshal be ratsed 
from $2,000 to $2,400 a vear, and the pay 
of his assistant be increased from $1,200 to 
$1,500. 

This was the signal for an 
of amendments. 

They are as follows: 

By Councilman Fincher, to make the 
salary of the city clerk $2,500 instead of 
$2,400, 

By Councilman Grady, to add 10 per 
cent to the heads of all départments and 
their clerks. Also to increase the present 
pay of all policemen and firemen 10 per 
cent a year. 

By Councilman Reid, to allow all sala- 
ries to remain as they are at the present 
time.

The sensation of, yesterday's council 
it's a dull meeting when 
some sensation is not sprung these cays 
—came in the election of the three new 
members of the water board. 

The only fight made-was that on Al- 
derman J. W. Kilpatrick. .Scarcely had 
he been placed in nomination than Coun- 
cilman Hil! secured the floor. He stated 
that he was reliably informed that Al- 
derman Kilpatrick was ineligible from 
the fact that he had traded with three 
members of council, who, in considera- 
tion of the fact that Mr. Kilpatrick had 
a certain way, had 
pledged their support to him for water 
commissioner. The councilmen In ques- 
tion were Messrs. Rawson, Grady and 
Minhinnett. Councilmen Grady and Raw- 
son admitted that they had traded with 
Mr. Kilpatrick, but said that they had 
approached him openly—that he had not 
approached them. 

Alderman. Kilpatrick stated that if he 
was elected he would see that he quali- 
fied. Later, when seen Ly a representa- 
tive of The Consfitution, he reiterated 
this statement, but refused to go into 
details of the supposed trade. 

When the ballot was taken he was 
clected with only two dissenting votes— 
those of Councilman Hill and Alderman 
Johnson. 

The other members of the board elect- 
ed were J. Sidney Holland and Charles 
A. Barrett. Mr. Holland has been an 
avowed candidate for some weeks and 
his election was generally conceded. 
Councilman Barrett's mame has _ not 
been openly mentioned, but it was gen- 
eraily understood that he would make 
the race by those on the inside. 

Detail of Election. 

Councilman Terry moved that the full 
term candidates be taken up. 

Alderman Day placed in nomination J. 
Sidney Holland. Alderman LaHatte sec- 
onded the nomination. 

Mr. Holland's election was unanimous. 

Councilman Terry placed J. W. Kil- 
patrick in nomination from the fourth 
ward. 

Councilman Hill said: 

“I desire to state why I can't vote for 
Mr. Kilpatrick. I have been informed 
that three gentlemen of this council are 
pledged to him on account of past votes. 
If that is so—and I don’t know the real 
truth—he is not eligible. Councilmen 
Rawson, Minhinnett and possibly Coun- 
cilman Grady, I am informed, are 
pledged to him on account of past votes. 
If that’s true he or no other man should 
be elected.’ 

Alderman Kilpatrick said: 

“I'll take care of being qualified if I'm 
elected.” 

Councilman Reed said: 

“IT don’t Know what Counc!Iman Raw- 
son has done, but I personally simply 
have a preference for Alderman Kilpat- 
raek.’’ 

Councilman Hill asked Mr.
